Now this is exactly what many 
breeders of the Shorthorn who 
claim to have the milk producing 
kind have done. They have mis- 
manoged until they have ruined 
the mif—-giving qualities of their 
dame; nor have they maintained 
their beef-producing qualities. 
They have refused-to milk und 
have neglected to feed, and, more- 
over, some of them—too many, 
in fact—have bred promiscuously. 
Like the scrub breeder, they have 
first wanted this sort of an animal 
and then that, many have bred ac- 
cordingly, until finally they have 
nothing but a very common lot of 
Shorthorns. 

The breeders of such staff bave 
done the breed a harm which they 


can never repair, but luckily there 


are many good breeders of the 
Shorthorn who, in the good they 
are doing the breed, far. surpass 
any damage thir ill-advised fet- 
lownéa may bave done, It sim- 
ply remains too bad that the falla- 
cious opes should have entered, 
and practically ruined the utility 
of that type of Shortborn tbat 
may yet become the greatest far- 
mer’s cow in the Jand, and which 
she might have been at the pre- 
sent time had she been ca'efully 
bred and managed in conformance 
to good practice rather than to all 
that means ao utter lack of it. 

The type still remains present 
in America io a few herde, retain- 
ing all ite qualities of utility that 
it formerly possessed; but in the 
great number of herds, if any sem- 
blance of the type remains the 
afility§ from the milking stand- 
point hag long been lost. It is 
not tao late for those who believe 
in the milking Shorthorn to ac- 
cowplish something in her behalf. 
The large cow that can coNsume a 
large amount of roughage on the 
farm, besides the concentrate ra- 
tion that sbe receives, is being 
held in bigh favor. The farmer 
today wants large amounts of 
‘manure, besides large amounts of 
milk and butter, and being abie 
to consume large amounts of 
roughage, the large cow vatarally 
produces larg» aiyounts of manure. 

In oo-operation with the Federal 
Government and the Minnesota 
Experiment Station, a number of 
Shorthorn breeders of the state of 
Minnesota have organized an asso- 
ciation to prowote the milking 
qualities of their Shorthorn herds. 
Though the association bas exis- 
ted for a period of about four 
years, not much has yet been 
heard from it. It is at work, how- 
ever, gettiug satisfactory results, 
and is now able to report a reason- 
able number of dame that are 
waking good records. Several 
lgenerations of offapring hence 
ebould find a large propurtiou of 
the femeles producing over 300} 
pounds of butter fat per year, aud 
a puwber of them much better 
thao that.

Rapid Growth of Alberta 

Shown ‘lan Report of De- 


partment of Agricul- 
ture. 


The annual report of the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
was tabled in the Legislature on 
Friday by Hon. Dancan Marshall. 
It is a voluminous document and 
contains a great deal of valuable 
information about the agricultural 
development of Alberta during the 
past year. In its opening remarks 
reference is made to the growth of 
the department since the late min- 
ister, Hon. W. T. Finlay, took 
charge In the four years’ devel- 
opment the staff had grown from 
three members to over fifty in 
number, with all the brancltes 
thorougbly organized. Reference 
is made to the appointment of the 
new minister and the death of the 
late T. B. R. Henderson, chief in- 
spector of noxious weeds. 

One of the most important state- 
wenuts in the report is that there 
were 102,200 head of cattle ship- 
ped in 1910 from Alberta, making 
a considerable increase over the 
former year. 

Turning to the genera! work of 
the department, the report shows 
that there has been a steady in- 
crease in the general correspond- 
ence of the department, and in 
fact in the work of all the brancb- 
es thereof. The enrollment of 
stallions each year sbows a slight 
increase in the percentage of pure 
bred avimals enrolled as against 
the grades. It is a sad commen- 
tury om the boree industry of the 
province to note that there are 
two grade stallions standing for 
serviee to.every pure-bred one 

Stock inspection returns show 
that approximately 10,000 head of 
borses were exported from the 
provinee, while io the neighbor 
hood of 13,000 head were shipped 


from one part of the province to| 


another. Lo all, over 74,200 head 
of cattle were shipped east out of 
the provinoe, aad over 23,000 west 
as export cattle, In all, making a 
grand total fur export stock of 


something over 102,200 head
